Colonial Structure of Public Relief

“It won't be long before 
they send me to the poor- 
house!” This familiar expres- 
sion. usually said partly in 
jest. was indeed a reality tor 
many early Americans. 

As explained earlier, be- 
cause of the English heritage 
of the earliest colonists. our 
public welfare laws had their 
roots in the English Poor 
Laws of 1601. This law was 
the first to recognize that the 
state was responsible for is 
dependent persons. We also 
have learned that because of 
the strict. individualistic. 
moral code of the Puritans. 
the only public aid consider- 
ed legitimate in the U S. was 
to persons clearly unable to 
support themselves. 

For the able-bodied. out- 
right aid was strictiv forbid- 
den in normal times. and 
public assistance of any sort 
for the able-bodied was 
available only during most 
unusual periods. and even 
then only with strona work 


requirements typically er.- 
forced by incarc cation. Fur 


ther. the definition of “able- 
bodied" was extremely loose. 
In fact. American relief insti- 
tutions frequently housed 
the “deserving” and the “un- 
deserving” poor together un- 
der the same roof, unlike the 
practice described earlier. in 
England. 

New York City, for ex- 
ample. in 1736. established 
an all-purpose “poorhouse. 
workhouse, and house of 
corrections"; other cities foi- 
lowed suit This type of relief 
was referred to as “indoor

Twp. Murder Stuns Community

The first homicide in about a decade here 
in Crawford County occurred early last 
Thursday evening when John Messen- 
heimer, 23, Grayling. was shit to death ata 
Grayling Township residence. located Some 
6 miles east oi the city. 

Jack Edgar Rice. 25. Beaver Creek Town- 
ship. was arrested about 90 minutes after 
the shooting incident and charged. accord- 
ing to County Prosecutor Thomas Kent, 
with first degree murder. Rice was arraigned 
before visiting Olsego County Judge Patrick 
Murphy where he stood mute on the charge 
and demanded preliminary examination, 
held last Tuesday. He was remanded to the 


- County Jail with bond set at $250,000. 


According to Crawford County Sheriff 
Curt, Haas his denartment received a call 
early Thursday evening reporting that a 
possible murder had occurred at a residence 
located eight miles east of Grayling. 
Deputies responded to the cal! and found 
evidence that a shooting had occurred but 
were unable to find the victim in the 
incident. 

Not long after the shooting, the accused. 
Rice, showed up ai ine Sheriff's Dept.. his 
visit ironically dictated by an obligation to 
report {c deputies at least two times a day. 
He was out of jail on bond pending extra-

Rice 
was immediately taken intn custody 
charged with first degree murder. and 
arraigned on the charge before visiting 
Judge Murphy. Friday afternoon. 

The victim's body was subsequenily 
discovered early Friday afternoon in a 
wooded area approximately 14 miles east of 
Grayling in South Branch Township. 


Richard G. Bensinger. Gaylord. is the 
court-appointed attorney representing Rice 
on the murder charge. 

While exact details surrounding the 
shooting are still unclear. a witness to the 
shooting saia the fatai shot was fired 
following an argument between Messen- 
heimer and Rice. during which the victim 
challenged the accused to “shoot him™ 
Nature of the argument is uncertain at the 
present time. 


Sheriff Haas credits State Police officers 
and Crime Investigators from Houghton 
Lake in assisting in the investigation. which 
is on-going at the present time.

‘4 Tax Exemptions Designed To

credit of up to $2200 for solar 
installations, and up to $400 
for home insulation, storm 
doors and windows, wood- 
burning stoves, and other 
household energy conserva- 
tion measures.

The Solar Credit is a 30% 
credit on equipment costing 
up to $2000.00 and an 
additional 20% on expenses 
between $2000 to $10,000, 
up to a maximum credit of 
$2,200.00. 

This bill would be retro- 
active back to April 20, 1977. 

The Senate passed this 
bill on an overwhelming 
voice vote and it now goes 
before the House.

which admittedly is a difficult posture 
from which to keep your eyes on iniigs 
— you might detect an ever-so-slight 
‘shifting in party loyalties in the United 
States. The ranks of Independent voters 
seem to be growing. 

If this is true, then the political fabric 
of the country may well be in for some 
major alterations. 

Many political observers, including 
this one, have felt that something was 
going on, but had nothing more 
tangible than hunch to cite. Now comes 
a recent poll by the Louis Harris survey 
(conducted nationally for Gannett News 


selves as Democrats, compared with 50 
percent who saw themselves as Demo- 
crats only two years ago. In 1978, Harris 
‘reported, 51 percent of Republicans or 
independents, whiie on the eve of the 
1976 presidential election, Democrats 
“outnumbered Republicans and Indepen- 

dents combined by a 50-46 margin. 
“These are not massive shifts,” Harris 


noted, “but they are significant because. 


they indicate that under President 
Carter, Democratic Party fortunes and 
loyalties appear to be eroding. 

“Voters seem to be less party-orient- 
ed that ever before. This decline in party 
loyalties hurts the Democrats more than 
the Republicans, since the Democrats 
have enjoyed a better than 2 to 1 edge in 
party atfiliation in modern times.” 

Still. even if Harris is right, if you 
lined up all the Republicans on one 
side, and all the Democrats on the 
other, the Democrats would win every 
time — without taking into account the 
decisions of the Independents. 

But, if Harris is right, it also means 
the Republicans, by attracting most of 
the Independents, stand a good chance 
of winning. 

That may be why many Republicans 
these days seem to be trying to broaden 
their base beyond the usual Repubiican 
voters to aitract Independents and even 
some loosely-tied Democrats. Their 
pitch irks many down-the-line Republi- 
cans, but it is necessary in many cases 
to win. 

The same softening of hard-core 
party-line is apparent in some Democra- 
tic circles, too, much to the annoyance

of old-line, hard-core Democratic loy- 
alties; again, the reason comes from the 
‘oots of the Haris poli: in more and 
more cases, Democrats need the votes 
of Indenandents to win. 

Of course, these shifts are not true in 
every voting district. In fact, with appor- 
tionment being what it is, Democrats 
enjoy an overwhelming majority in the 
Congress, in the Michigan Legislature, 
and in some other bodies despite the 
closeness of overall political loyalties. 

Harris’ conclusions about Democratic 
slippage in ceriaii categories are 
mighty interesting, too. He reports 
these findings, for example: 

—Among black, Democratic affilia- 
tion has slipped in two years from 80 
percent to 66 percent, white Republican 
affiliation has not budged from the 8 
percent level of 1976, and the number of 
blacks who see themselves as political 
Independents has doubled from 9 to 18 
percent. Obviously, Democrats cannot 
take this voting bioc for granted any 
more. 

—-Among union members, a similar 
fall-off was noted, from 58 percent 
Democratic affiliation in 1976 to 49 
percent in 1978, while Independents 
rose from 20 to 30 percent. Again, 
Republicans have a fighting chance for 
union votes. 

—Among women, Democratic affilia- 
tion dropped from 51 to 42 percent, 
Republican ties stayed at 25 percent, 
and the number of Independents rose 
from 21 te 26 percent. 

~in the South, tiie Democrats 
slinned fram 62 to 52 nercent, Renub- 
licans rose from 12 to 17 percent, and 
Independents rose from 19 to 25 per- 
cent. Harris calls this trend “surprising” 
in view of the presence in the White 
House of a President from the- Deep 
South. 

“What is happening,” Harris sum- 
marizes of the Democratic slippage, “is 
that the general decline in party loyal- 
ties that cut back the Republican party 
base to 18 percent in 1974 is seriously 
eroding Democratic strength.” 

The political coalition put together 
back in the Franklin Roosevelt days — 
combining union members, the South, 
blacks and other minorities -—- has made 
the Democratic party practically un- 
challenged on the nationa? level. ft 
appears this coalition could be coming 
apart for a major national realignment.
